against the excessive assessed val-
uation of property in the city of
Torrance. Although-it is too late
to secure a reduction in the valu-
ations which tax -notices revealed
last week, the directors of the
chamber believe * that the county
authorities should be presented
with all possible data, showing
the obvious unfairness of many
valugtions and the apparent in-
consistency with which property
here was assessed. =

The directors Tuesday afternoon
appointed a special committee to
secure nll‘lmsslblu data and to
present the case to the county
assessor on behalf of the city of
Torrance, J. C. Smith was named
chajrman of the committee, the
other members of which are George
Neill and Koy Winters. Secretary
Carl L. Hyde is working with the
committee.

Bring Data to C. of C.,

Scores of residents have brought
their tax receipts to the Chamber
of Commerce ‘in accordance with
the notice published in Tuesday's
Herald. The paper was scarcely
off the press when m than 20
citizens arrived at the Chamber of
Commerce office to ascertain what
action could be taken.

A large number of citizens sat
through the directors’ meeting.

Commenting on the valuation
this year, J. C. Smith said: “From
a preliminary study of tax notices

it is apparent - that the assessor
was inconsistent in fixing valu-
ations here., It is likewise appar-

ent that he mist have based valu-
ations on the premise that the en-
tire city of Torrance was in oil
territor: We have seen several
tax receipts for Redondo Beach
property . and find that the valu-
ations in that city have not bheen
increased, This is a city of in-
dustrious working people, who are
perfectly willing to pay taxes that
are reasonable. But they have not
the money nor the inclination to
pay more than is reasonable and
Jjust.”

Figures Show Boosts

Figures prepared by Mr. Smith
show that Torrance this yeal will
pay 77% percent “more taxes than
it did last. In 1923-24 property-
owners here paid ,660.  This
year they will pay $333,879.52, an
increase of $130,718.79.

The amount to be collected by
the city of Torrance this year will
be $103, 389.85, as against $68,242.79
last year, an increase of 147,18
—or 77% percent. The city tax
rate is the same as last year.

Torrance last year paid $96,878.02
for school taxes. This year, despite
a lower tax rate, people in this
city will pay a school tax of
$146,631.79, an increase of $49,-
761.97, .or b1 percent,

County Payment Bigger

In county taxes Torrance last
vear pald $40,413.28, as against
$71,789.00 this year, showing an in-
crease of $31,826,72, or 77 percent,
